The British with six cannon attacked 


the Boers under Swanspoel and Olivier 
and stormed the Boera in entrenched 
positions on the kopjes. 


"After a severe fight they were com- 


pelled to surrender.

6 officers and 230fcion-cominls8ioned of- 
ficers and men of the Nortbumherlands 
and two officers and about 250 non- 
commissioned officers and men of the 
Irish fusiliers.

No news has yet been received con- 


firming the Boer report of the capture 
of 50 prisoners from Lord Methuen'S 
column. 


It is announced from Cape Town that 


the Boers have repaired the Leeuwfon- 
teln bridge, between Stormberg and 
Burghersdorp, which the British de- 
stroyed on retiring. 


Commandant Swanepol, who com- 


manded the Boer forces at Stormberg, 
has been replaced by a Scotchman 
named Robertson. 


A dispatch from Pretoria, dated Dec. 


11, says: Six hundred and seventy-two 
British prisoners were taken at Storm- 
berg. In the fighting at Modder river 
Sunday evening General Cronje main- 
tained his position and captured SO Brit- 
ish soldiers. 


The following dispatch has been re- 


ceived from the Boer laager near Lady- 
smith: Several Kaffir runners from 
Ladysmith to Eetcourt have been cap- 
tured. They received from £15 to £40 
for the trip. The intercepted messages 
show that men and horees in Ladysmith 
are now on half rations; that whisky ia 
£1 a bottle, and that beer is exhausted. 


The Boers captured three British guns 


'In the engagement with General Gat- 
acre's force at Stormberg. 


The sortie at Kimberley last Saturday 


was an attempt to take the Boer position' 
at Kamperdam and to secure the water*, 
works. All the British shots fell short. 


A dispatch from Mat eking, via Lorenzo 


Marques, dated Dec. 11, says: Sorties 
by the British armored train and Boer 
shelling of the town continue. The 
British have had but few casualties. 
Last evening the protectorate regiment 
managed to occupy an outpost where the 
British Iiee-,T£etfords could reach the 
enemy's big gun, and the result was that 
the effectiveness of the Boer flre was 
materially reduced. 


The news of General Gatacre's re- 


.verse made an immense imprassion in 
Paris. 
But, ..although the papers pre- 


dict the gravest consequences in the dis- 
affected Dutch portion of Cape Colony, 
they cannot be accused of unseemly ex- 
ultation over the British misfortune. 


The reverse at Stormberg was joyfully 


greeted on the streets of Berlin, but the 
newspapers, for the most part, are reti- 
Sent on the subject.

Old Enough to Know Bettor. 
York, Dec. 12.—"Honest" John 


French of Brooklyn, lately superinten- 
dent of the Hanson Place Methodist 
Sunday school, waa robbed of $5000 in 
"an old-fashioned bunco gam*," and 
the police are endeavoring to capture 
th« confidence men. French is 90 years 
of age, and waa decoyed by two young 
men into playing a game of cards. 
French won, but was required to show 
$5000 M an evidence of good faith.

drew the money from a bank, and the 
young men disappeartf with It, 


London, Dec. 12.—It is Just two months

" He has not yet forwarded the promised 
additional message, and the censorship 
has prevented the correspondents from 
explaining the matter. 
Until General 


Gatacre has given his explanation, it ia 
felt that that considerable allowance 
must be made for the extreme difficulty 
of getting intelligence in a country j 
whose inhabitants are in strong sym- 
pathy with the enemy. 


Stormberg is described as a stronger 


position than Lafng's Nek. 
The only 


road winds through lofty hills,, and 
flanking is impossible. Colesberg Js also 
said to be an almost Impregnable posi- 
tion, and as no troops are available to 
reinforce the columns tactlng in those 
districts It become* evident that General 
Gatacre's misfortune or ecror -will de- 
lay the invasion of tbe Free State, per- 
haps some weeks. 
It Is exceedingly 


probable that he will be compelled to 
retire on Queenstown and to await for 
reinforcements, which can hardly reach 
him .until Sir Charles Warren'p division 
arrives at the Cape. The first detach- 
ment will sail Saturday next. Even If 
General French is not comittiled to re- 
treat, he -wiH be-obliged'to pause In his 
advance. 


It now seems certain that the seventh 


division, which ia being mobilized at 
Aider-shot, will also be B«nt to South 
Africa.

THE WITNESS STAND 


Testified That She 
Helped 


Herself to Molineux's 


Blue Paper 


New York, Dec. 12.—When the trial of 


Roland B. Mollneux was resumed yes- 
terday Mamie Melando of Newark was 
called to the witness stand. She is the 
young woman who worked for Mollneux 
in the factory which the defendant run 
In Newark. 


Tfiough b«»testimony had to some ex- 


tent been discounted by the apparently 
damaging admission by the defense on 
Friday last that Mollneux wrote one of 
the famous "robin's 
egg-blue trl- 


crescenta" letters, nevertheless public 
curiosity had been whetted to a keen 
edge and those who believe in Mollneux1* 
innocence, as well as those who believe 
in his guilt, were extremely anxious to 
know just what she would say on the 
witness stand. 


Mollneux nodded and smiled pleasantly 


to her as she entered the courtroom, 
while she returned the salutation with- 
out even smiling Miss Melando testi- 
fied that she had been employed as fore- 
woman of Molineux's pans green de- 
partment at bis Newark factory; that 
zhe was accustomed to visit him at his 
private rooms on the second floor; that 
he made he r presents of books and pa- 
pers, and that while ta his room once 
during his absence she helped herself to 
half a dozen sheets at the robin's egg 
blue paper with the crest of three inter- 
laced crescents. 


The significance of this evidence is 


found in the fact that Mollneus in his 
testimony before the coroner's Jury 
swore that he never possessed any paper 
of this character. However, attorneys 
agree that there is no way in which un- 
der the laws of the state of New Tork 
the testimony of the defendant at the 
time of the coroner's inquest can be used 
against him during the present trial, 
and the jury Is not likely to learn of this 
complete change of front in the position 
of Molineux regarding the use of this 
brand of paper. 


An attempt was made to prove that 


she was still receiving weekly checks 
from attorneys of Molineux, but, though 
the witness nodded an affirmative, it 
was promptly ruled out by the recorder. 
Recorder Goff also took Miss Melando 
in hand. She told the recorder that she 
had visited Molineux's rooms above the 
factory "for friendship's sake," and 
that«he had done nothing to be ashamed 
of; that she had always tried to be an 
upright, young woman. 


The remainder of the" day was taken 


up with the dull routine of expert testi- 
mony and medical evidence, Mr. Weeks, 
on b*ha»f Of the defense, admitting that 
33 letters and signatures introduced b> 
the state were in the genuine handwrit- 
ing of Molineux.

While his address at times was vehe- 


ment— almost passionate— he confined 
hlmfceir during a greater part of the time 
closely to his 'manuscript, speaking at 
all times with 'fore* and vigor.

opening be said: 


1 "(The war between monarchy 'and re- 
publicanism' began In earnest July 4, 
1776, and no treaty of peace ban ever 
been concluded, nor ever will be until 
this question Is settled right. 
The 


rnonarchial trust, though often quar- 
relling among themselves, have always 
agreed on one thing, that a republic is 
»> mistake." 


After .quoting extensively from Daniel 


Webster's speeches in support of his 
position, Mr. -Mason continued: ."But 
we are told that England was our friend 
In the war with Spain. 
How? 
Her 


people were our friends because her peo- 
p!« are a Christ Ian ^people; her govern- 
ment has never been our- friend, except 
for purposes of its own. I have no de- 
sire to twist the lion's tail, but truth 
compels the statement that, so far as 
our interests are concerned, for the last 
half century, the government of Eng- 
land and,, the people of England have 
been divided. 
You remember 1S81? 


The government did all it could to divide 
the union, but the brave, 
starving 


weavers refused to resolve against us, 
saying they would starve before they 
would say a word for slavery. But even 
suppose she were today our best friend, 
ar« we to be silent and uphold a wrong 
In consideration of that friendship ? We 
Republicans are charged with a secret 
alliance with England. "It cannot be 
true, and the votes which this or a 
similar resolution receives will answer 
the charge,"- •

Mr. Mason maintained that, under the 


Monroe roctrlne" and on precedents pre- 
viously well established, ._the United 
States had "the same right to extend its' 
sympathy -and ^hepea tot success to the 
Boers in their struggle for liberty as it 
had to interfere with; Spain in Its con- 
duct of affairs "in Cuba. " 


He "urged" that "tne"'ihterVst of this 


country .was. a^ojjge.d. by the fact "that 
the South African' war was a struggle 
between democracy " and royalty— be- 
tween the divine right of kings and the 
divine right of '-men. 
"If we should 


speak," he declared, "and speak quick- 
ly, it would sting the politicians who 
brought on the war for greed of g-old, and 
cheer the poor, brave Butch defender of 
his home." 


Mr. Mason contended that the ques- 


tion involved in, the controversy between 
Great Britain and the Transvaal, prior 
to hostilities, was simply one of su- 
premacy in South Africa, "and I ask," 
said he, "in common justice, what right 
has Great Britain to be supreme in South 
Africa?. It is a fight to control South 
Africa, and the only way England could 
do it was to threaten, bulldoze, brow- 
beat >nd interfere with the Dutchman 
until, out of sheer humiliation and des- 
peration, he was. driven to fight." 


Referring- to' Mr. • Chamberlain, Mr. 


Mason said: 
"Let the distinguished 


Lillputian statesman, rattling around in 
Gladstone's shoes, trying to undo his 
work and break his promises, be as- 
sured that he is deceiving no one, ex- 
cept,- possibly, -himself." 


He declared that no nation, except a 


professed bully, would make the de- 
mands upon another that Great Britain 
made upon the Transvaal republic, and 
in closing said:

Bu.t when the colors of a republic are 
struck and we. sit silent It would seem 
that we are ashamed or tired of «ur 
Institutions, and, by our silence, give 
consent to the destruction of self-gov- 
ernment in Africa.

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FILIPINOS ON THE RUN 


Americans Put in Appearance 


in Towns of Luzon 


I Manila, Dec. 12.—The advance guard 
'ft General Grant's command, under 
Major Spence, arrived at Olangapo, 
Eublg bay, during the night of Dec. 9, 
which place was occupied with little re- 
sistance, the enemy 
fleeing. 
Major 


Spence had an arduous march over the 
mountain traits from Dinalupihan. 


Sunday morning the Baltimore and 


Oregon and a chartered transport ar- 
rived at Olangapo from Manila. The 
navy was diaappointed to find the army 
In possession of the place, which they 
bad hoped to capture. A detachment 
of marines, under Captain Myers, oc- 
cupied the navy yard at Olangapo, and 
will hold and occupy it as a naval sta- 
tion. 
The yard consists of seven new 


large buildings ana some repairing and 
machinery shops, all damaged by the 
bombardment of Sept. 23. 


During the morning of Dec. 10, the 


nav> transported Major Spence's com- 
mand from Olangapo to the town of 
Bubig, five miles distant. 
The enemy 


was seen deserting Subig as the troops 
landed, and the latter occupied It with- 
out resistance. They found the place 
abandoned by the retreating enemy, who 
fired a few shots. 
The Americans de- 


ployed to the right asfl left of the town 
and killed one of the enemy. 


General Grant and the rest of his com- 


mand arrived at Olangapo Sunday af- 
ternoon. 
He will proceed at once to 


fiubtg and join Major Spence. General 
Grant moves north along the coast, and 
will effect a juncture with the Twenty- 
fifth infantry, under Colonel Burt, who 
was reported eight miles from Iba, Dec. 
7. The enemy encountered In General 
Grant's advance fled to the mountains 
and scattered. 
General Grant is not 


garrisoning the towns he occupies. No 
casualties are reported in his command. 


General Lawton. with the Thirty-fifth 


Infantry and four troops of the Fourth 
«avalry, has occupied San Miguel with- 
out a fight. The insurgent commander, 
General Plo Del Filar, who made his 
headquarters there, with supposedly the 
largest force of insurgents north of Ma- 
nila, is believed to have divided his men 
Into scattered bands. The inhabitants 
bave petitioned for a strong garrison. 


ColoneTHayes, with cavalry, had two 


brushes with the insurgents, the Ameri- 
cans having two wounded. 


Seventy Insurgents attacked a com- 


missary bull train returning from Capas 
to Tarlac. The drivers escaped with the 
loss of their rations and effects. 


Captain Sturgis, with a' troop of the 


Eleventh cavalry, surprised 40 insur- 
gents under, General Pando near Nlrz- 
garay. The Insurgents had a major and 
two privates killed, a lieutenant and 
three privates wounded and a lieutenant 
•nd 14 men, with 21 rifles, captured. 


Dispatches dated Conception, Dec 2, 


from a correspondent of the Associated 
Press, with the detachment pursuing 
Affuinaldo, have just reached Manila by 
messenger. 
The military wires on all 


-lines t" the northward are continually 
cut by the natives, or are crowded with 
{government business when working. 


According to these advices General 


Toung was at Condon Nov. 29, having 
three troops of the Third cavalry, Cun- 
ningham's scouts and Major March's 
battalion of the Thirty-third infantry. 
The nominal strength of his command 
fcad been reduced one-third by sickness. 
The horses were worn out and handi- 
capped by lack of shoe*. The infantry, 
after a march of 100 miles from San 
Jaclnto, were shoeless, and all were liv- 
ing on the country. The troops had no 
ammunition except what they carried 
in their belts. 


General Toung, having then been with- 


out communication with General Law- 
ton for 10 days -^nd not knowing the 
'disposition of the other troops, or 
,wheiher support was being sent forward, 
reoolved to keep moving. 


Having received information that the 


Insurgent general, Tlno, with 1000 men, 
was somewhere to the north, and that 
Aguinalde, with General Filar, five 
women and 400 soldiers of his faithful 
Bulacan battalion, was in the mountains 
to the east. General ^Toung decided on 
Nor. M to divide his force. He pro- 
ceeded himself toward Vigan, hoping to 
attack General lino with his handful of 
men and to prevent his joining Aguin- 
aldo. Major March, with his battalion 
wtd Cunningham's scouts, started over 
4he mountains toward Cervantes after 
Aguinaldo, who was reported to have 
been there on Nov. 29. This column 
inarched for 13 hours without food.

It, and He Went Without It.

The Rev. John Sopor tried hard to do 


his duty when he became pastor of a 
church at Windport, down on Long Is- 
land. It was his first charge, and he 
soon began to tblnk that, when he was 
called to the ministry, either the wrong 
John Sopor answered the telephone or 
the message was a fake one. One of 
tbe first things be found out was that 
the church was in debt and willing to 
become more so. For a month or two 
be got the wbole of bis miserably 
small salary. Then be got only part of 
It, and finally he found it necessary to 
speak about the condition of things. 


Deacon Sifter was tbe chief man in 


the church. He had the reputation of 
being well to do. He was the principal 
storekeeper in the village and lived 
away from bis business in an old fash 
ioned dwelling, facing on tbe main 
street. His daughter Rachel was a 
very charming girl of 19 or 20. All the 
young men around were anxious for 
her acquaintance. But Racbel had re- 
ceived a good education and was, 
moreover, sincerely pious and bad no 
taste for the boorish manners, uncouth 
speech and careless habits of most of 
tbe young men around. The new pas- 
tor was a very different man from the 
natives in all respects. He was tall, 
strong and erect, with a manly face 
and gentle methods. He was well in- 
formed and knew how to talk and 
didn't assume an air of superiority, as 
some young pastors do.

Neither is it neces- 
sary to say that he visited the deacon's 
house oftener than any other in Wind- 
port. 


I have said that the pastor's salary 


was miserably small So when it came 
in regularly it was barely enough to 
pay his living expenses.

So he went to the deacon and had a 
long talk with him, and the deacon 
said he would see about It 


"1 hope you will as speedily as pos- 


sible," said tbe pastor, "for, you see, 
I am a poor man and possess no other 
Income." 


Tbe deacon and his wife after this 


laid their beads together. They had 
noticed the pastor's liking for Racbel 
and felt rather nattered, taking it for 
granted that a young man who had 
spent years at college, always dressed 
well and had accepted the charge of so 
poor a church must bave a good in- 
come apart from his profession. Tbe 
result was tbat husband and wife 
agreed tbat the pastor's visits must 
be discouraged, as they expected their 
daughter to marry a man of means and 
not a pauper, no matter how good he 
might be. Of course it devolved on 
Mrs. Sifter to let the pastor under- 
stand In an offhand way the views of 
herself and ber husband as to tbeir ex- 
pectations about Racbel. 


So when tbe pastor called soon aft- 


erward and was having a pleasant con- 
versation with Racbel la the parlor her 
mother bustled in and greeted Mr. 
Sopor with much fervor. She sat down 
and talked about tbe weather and tbe 
crops and the Sunday school and tbe 
bard times. Then she suddenly re- 
membered tbat she wanted something 
from tbe store and supposed tbat 
Rachel wouldn't mind fetcbing It 
Racbel at once rose, excused herself 
and departed on ber mission. 


"See bow readily she goes," said ber 


mother. "She's a real good girl, and 
I'm so thankful that, in spite of ber 
fine education, she is always ready to 
help me. You see, some people thought 
we was sp'iling ber when we sent ber 
to college, bat she was our only one, 
and we were anxious tbat sbe should 
be a fit wife for a good man, no mat- 
ter how high up he might be. We've 
seen a many nice girls make op with 
young men and marry them, though 
they hadn't more than $10 or (12 a 
week, and in most cases when any- 
thing oat of the way happened they 
bad to fall back on tbeir parents for 
belp. Of course we've got & little 
something laid by, but don't Intend our 
daugbter to depend on tbat when sbe 
gets married. Better stay single and 
bide at borne tban do that." 


There was only one interpretation 


which Mr. Sopor could find for this 
speech, including the $10 or $12 a 
week allusion, and tbat was tbat the 
deacon and bis wife had seen his liking 
for Racbel and wanted It understood 
that tbey would strenuously object to 
him as a son-in-law. 


A few days later in tbe evening a 


church meeting was beld, and the pas- 
tor spoke very plainly about his salary 
and tbe failure of the members to at- 
tend tbe services and subscribe. He 
was always a plain speaker. In tbe 
pulpit be used simple language and 
homely illustrations and never talked 
politics or lectured on novels, but kept 
close to his text. 


"I won't be In debt for the food I

pastor to do so. It would be a disgrace 
to the Christian name." 


The meeting grew stormy and ad- 


journed without any attempt to pay 
the pastor's salary. The very next day, 
however, something happened to ren- 
der tbe pastor less anxious about his 
salary. He received a letter, informing 
him that an uncle had died, leaving 
him an estate of over $200,000. Just as 
it was growing dark he started for 
the deacon's store, intending to smooth 
things over about the salary. The dea- 
con, 
however, bad gone home to sup- 


per and Mr. Sopor directed his steps 
toward bis dwelling. He found tbe 
door ajar and was about to knock with 
his knuckles on the f anel when the 
door opened and a utaall parcel was 
thrust into his hand, and be heard the 
stern voice of the deacon's wife: 


"There! Take that and be off with 


you. 
And don't you come loafing 


around here again." 


The door was banged in bla face. 


He stood dumfounded. Then he turn- 
ed away with a sigh and went toward 
his boarding house, still holding the 
parcel. When he reached his apart- 
ments, he struck a match and lighted 
bis lamp.

WOUNDS BY MAUSERS. 


Freaks That Are PUyed by 


Filipino Bullets. 


EEOOED OF SOME OUJIIOU2 OA8ES, 


Major Rafter of KMMM Tells About 


Them—Hen Recover "Who Are Shot 
Throaph Head, and Body—One Man 
Dreamed III* Own Wound—Some Cu- 
rlou Incident*. 
Men are wounded la peculiar -nays 


sometimes, and shots that appar- 
ently should cause immediate death 
give the victims little trouble. A 
wound from a Mauser bullet is easy 
to heal, provided a vital spot is not 
touched, and there are men walking 
around today well and sound who have 
had boles through their bodies and 
heads and bones, says Harry A. Arm* 
strong, Manila correspondent of the 
Chicago Record, writing under date of 
Aug. 
22. 


Major Batter of the Twentieth Knn- 


sas has kept note of some curious 
cases. "You cannot depend on Mauser 
bullets, for they often go into vital 
parts, and then all the skill of surgery 
cannot save the life of the victim," the 
major said as he sat in bis quarters the 
other day. "I cannot tell without 
counting up just bow many men we 
have bad wounded nor just bow many 
have been killed or have died from 
wounds. Some of the wounds were 
from Remington bullets, and they are 
much harder to treat than the Manser 
wounds. There is a chance for blood 
poisoning in them, but that is not of 
such common occurrence now as it 
used to be. 


"Now for the list: Here is Edward 


Crane, who holds the record for the 
greatest number of wounds from a 
single shot. He was brought in, shot 
through the hand, the forearm, the 
muscles of his arm and his side. The 
wounds quickly healed, and Crane was 
out again on the line wading rivers ia 
two weeks. John M. Webber, Com- 
pany I, put his hand to his belt for a 
cartridge, and a Mauser came along 
and cut off the tips of his four fingers. 
Five cartridges were clipped by the 
same ball. 


"That reminds me of an incident not 


down in the surgical records. A cer- 
tain officer was sitting down out of 
harm's way, it was thought He was 
talking to some friends. All at once 
there was a terrific explosion in his 
pocket, and he rolled over backward, 
yelling like an Indian. We ran to him, 
thinking a shell from the enemy's gun 
had struck him and burst When he 
was himself again, he sat up and felt 
in his pocket finding there a bunch of 
bent and exploded shells. He had had 
several Krag cartridges in bis pocket 
and a bullet had struck him in such a 
manner as to explode the shells. 


"•Private Sherbon at the railway 


track at Caloocan felt a blow in the 
region of his heart. He jerked open 
bin shirt and sure enough there was 
the hole. But the bullet was there, 
too, and he pulled it out with his fin- 
gers, put it In his pocket and went on 
with the fight Nicholas Tulahan re- 
ceived a wound while stooping to fill 
his canteen at a river. A Mauser bul- 
let caught him in the shoulder and 
ranged downward, coming out at the 
pit of the stomach. His wounds were

Tbe Colonel, With Eiffhteen Men,

Another peculiar 
case is that of Musician Portland 
Fleming, who was acting as litter bear- 
er when he received a shot In tbe thigh 
that passed out of his back. This hap- 
pened March 28. He Is alive and well 
today. 


"There have been some curious inci- 


dents of close escapes. James W. 
Klrschner of K company was sitting at 
his dinner one day, talking to his com- 
rades and gesticulating with a cracker. 
A bullet passed between the men and 
caught tbe hard tack square In the 
center, leaving a neat hole and lots of 
astonishment for Klrschner. Similar 
to that is the experience of two China- 
men who were trotting along with a 
big can of coffee. 
A bullet went 


through both sides of the can near 
the bottom, and the coffee ran out of 
tbe holes before the astonished 'Chi- 
nos' could plug up the leaks." 


In the hospital today Lieutenant Wil- 


liam W. Williams of the Twelfth Infan- 
try Is lying with a bullet wound re-i 
ceived In tbe Angeles fight. The ball! 
entered on the right side of bis face 
at his cheek bone.

OEWEn BOUNTY CLAIM 


Contention of Counsel at ~to the 


Method of Computation. 


OF MONEY DUE 1382,800,

On behalf of Admiral D«wey and his 


officers and men Messrs. Herbert & 
Mlcou and Charles & William B. 
King, attorneys of Washington, have 
asked the court of claims to find that 
the amount of bounty money due 
them Is $382,800. The decision of the 
court will establish a precedent which 
will affect the amount of bounty to be 
distributed among the officers and men 
of the north Atlantic fleet, which de- 
stroyed the squadron of Admiral Ger- 
vera, says the New York Herald. If 
the finding of the court is in accord- 
ance with the request, the admiral's 
share of the bounty will be §19,194. 


Attorneys base their case upon the 


claim that the defeated Spanish force 
was superior to the American squad- 
ron. 
It is not contended that the ene- 


my's fleet was superior, but that, tak- 
ing into consideration the guns at Cor- 
regldor, El Fraile and other forts at 
the entrance of the bay and those at 
Manila and Cavite, which fired upon 
the American ships continuously, the 
enemy's force was superior. 


Land batteries comprised 76 guns, 


ranging In caliber from 9.45 inches to 
8.09 Inches, and their weight of fire la 
computed at 5,820 pounds. The enemy's 
vessels were also supported by mlnea 
and torpedoes in the entrance to Ma- 
nila bay and the bay Itself, and some 
of these, the brief states, exploded dur- 
ing the action. 


The total number of men in the 


Spanish fleet Is given at 2,973, but no 
claim for bounty is made on account 
of the Manila, which was captured 
comparatively uninjured, or of the 
Don Juan de Austria, the Isla de Cuba 
and the Isla de Luzon, which were 
raised after sinking and are now in 
the United States navy. The comple- 
ment of the three latter vessels is 491, 
out that number must be doubled to 
reach the actual number on board, 
making 982, and to this must be added 
the complement of the Manila, a total 
of 1,059. Deducting this from the total 
of 2,973 leaves 1,914 as the unmber on 
board the destroyed vessels. 


A comparison of the American gun 


force entirely aboard ship with the 
Spanish forces partly afloat and partly 
ashore cannot be made gun for gun 
unless it be accepted that a gun is 
equally efficient on a vessel as on hind. 
In making a comparative summary of 
American and Spanish guns, 50 per 
cent should be added to the number of 
shore guns, the attorneys contend. The 
result is favorable to the Spanish side, 
except in the guns from 6 pounders 
down, where there is a slight supe- 
riority on the American side. The 
weight of gun fire of the Spaniards 
was nearly double that of the Ameri- 
can forces, the amount of metal thrown 
in one round by the American ships 
being 5,800 pounds against 10,606 by 
the enemy. 


"It must be conceded," the brief 


states, "that the entrance of the Amer- 
ican fleet under Admiral Deway 
through a channel mined with torpe- 
does and its maneuvers in the bay 
where unseen dangers 
threatened 


every moment required the highest 
degree of personal gallantry and hero- 
ism. 
These are not to be disregarded 


in construing this statute." 


It is argued that mines should be 


counted as a part of the Spaniards' 
effective force. "If mines are to be 
counted in as part of the force of ves- 
sels they are aiding," the brief says, 
"we can conceive of no reasoning that 
will exclude shore batteries also* en- 
gaged in aiding and defending in bat- 
tle."

* O. C. King of Meridian, Miss., com- 
missioner from the state of Mississippi 
to the Paris exposition in 1900, has ar- 
ranged there for what promises to be » 
great novelty in the way of an exhibit 
from that state. He has made arrange- 
ments with a man who secured at the 
right season 500,000 seWctod full grown 
cotton bolls to feswe them sold at the 
Paris exposition by cotton field negroes 
aa souvenirs of the American cotton 
exhibit 


These will be the first cotton bolls 


ever shipped abroad, and it is believed 
they will be purchased by people who 
have used quantities of American cot- 
ton, but who have never seen it in Its 
natural form.

How tbe Boer* Gave Up Everytbtiur 


Fo* Defence of Their Right*. 


Tbe following is a translation from 


a letter written from Johannesburg 
dated Oct 1, says the London Chron- 
icle: 


On Wednesday Mauser rifles were 


distributed over the whole country to 
the burghers and to those uitlanders 
who voluntarily enrolled themselves, 
upon which a general "commanding" 
(calling up) followed. 
There was a 


tremendous panic in the town, for It is 
not so very tranquilizmg to see every, 
other man with a rifle on his shoulder. 
All large shops were subsequently 
closed and nailed up with iron and 
wood. The horses, asses and mules 
were taken from the carriages in tbe 
streets to be «jsed by the troops. On 
Friday, only from here, six trains with 
troops left for Volksrust I do not 
think that there is another country in 
the whole world where anything of the 
kind is possible. In 24 hours the 
burghers armed, called up and trans- 
ported!

Those left behind flourished still a 
long time with bats, etc., after the 
train, above which the four colors of 
tbe flag unfolded themselves. 


Touching scenes took place. There 


was old Ferreira with bis five sons, for 
instance, be himself a Boer of tbe old 
trekkers' type, and his sons, all six feet 
odd. 
An old Boer finds bis son of 15 


years or thereabouts bas stolen away 
and bas asked for a rifle from tbe 
"veldkornet" to join the troops. Tbe 
old man in tbe end approves bis son's 
desire. "Behave as a man," is bis 
word of leave. Old and young, rich 
and poor, without demurring, without 
discouragement, all bave flocked to- 
gether at tbe first summons, leaving all 
behind, because tbe country is in want 
of them. No glittering of epaulets or 
buttons, no nJnsic, no bombast or 
boasting, only calmness and serious- 
ness in those resolute, tawny beads! 
England will never win! 


I was with an old German lady 


whose heart, so susceptible to love of 
the native country, grew too big. She 
could not help going along all the wag- 
ons to press tbe rough fists. "Will you 
all come back?' "Missus," Is the re- 
ply, "we cannot positively promise you 
this, but we shall nevertheless try." 


It is also a very pathetic sight to see 


bow great tbe love for tbeir native 
country is with tbe Boers. Four hun- 
dred were Milled up In quarter 2, 
Krugersdorp district, and 670 present- 
ed themselves. The commander tried 
to refuse those 270, but there was no 
question of that In Maranbnrg 150 
were summoned and 800 appeared. 
Everybody joins. All from the highest 
to the lowest rank are ready and full 
of enthusiasm and reliance in tbe Lord. 
Yesterday a clergyman asked m0 
whether be coald not get a place to 
preach to the Boers. The trains with 
troops were ready to start, but were 
detained because tbe Natal line was 
blocked up. I gave him tbe shed and 
listened to tbe preaching. In very good 
Dntcb be stirred the hearts of those 
sturdy Boers, their wives and children, 
and a general sobbing was tbe conse- 
quence.

A railway recently built in southern 


Bavaria practically carries a creek 
across the railway, instead of the rail- 
way crossing tbe creek. Tbe stream is 
a small tributary of tbe Isar river, 
that in stormy times is swelled to enor- 
mous proportions. Every' bridge that 
bas been built over it has been carried 
away. Finally a young engineer offered 
to solve tbe difficulty. 


A tunnel of strong masonry was first 


constructed across the valley and re- 
enforced on the outside, turned toward 
the torrent with all the rocks availa- 
ble that bad collected there. Cross 
walls leading from the solid rock and 
across the tunnel were built and 
strongly braced. This was done to 
protect the railway. Tbe rest was left 
for nature to do. At the first strong 
rain everything happened as tbe young 
engineer had predicted. Bowlders and 
rocks coming down with tbe water 
filled up the big bole left between tbe 
tunnel and the rocks, until the over- 
flow carried everything across the tun- 
nel.

George S. Buckhout, tbe Ice yacht 


builder of Poughkeepele, N. Y..has com- 
pleted for H. 8. Folger of Kingston, 
Canada, an improved Ice yacht whicb 
he claims to be the speediest, baud- 
Bome&t and most finely finished ever 
built, .says the New York Press. Mr. 
Buckhout bas turned out nearly all 
tbe pennant winning yachts lu the 
country, and his claims for the new 
yacht have set the members of the 
Poughkeepsie Yacht club to thinking. 


The new boat is 36 feet 6 inches over 


all and is 20 feet from runner plank 
to rudder, with a 19 foot beam. She 
is constructed entirely of white bass- 
wood, and in no part is there a flaw. 
Her sail Is 23 feet on the boom, 14 feet 
hoist, 14% feet gaff and 31% feet leach. 
The jib is 9 feet on the foot and 18 feet 
hoist The total area of tbe sail la 
394 square feet. The sails are cross 
cut 
The boat Is fitted throughout 


with hollow spars, and her rigging ia 
perfect It is of steel wire rope, with 
improved 
patent 
blocks made of 


fustic, highly polished and containing 
brass rollers. 


The cockpit is of the oval pattern, 


similar to those first introduced by the 
late Jacob Buckbout It is 7 feet long 
and 3 feet wide, with a handsome rail- 
ing and brass handrails. The name of 
the new yacht will be the Snow Cloud. 
She is fitted with the Buckbout run- 
ners, whicb kan be found on all the 
fast yachts. 
The runner shoes are 


built on graceful lines and are 5% feet 
in length. They are of polished cast 
iron, 2 inches thick, with 3 feet bear- 
ing. 


The runner guides are a new depar- 


ture in ice yacht building. Heretofore 
they have been made of wood, but in 
this instance they are of angle steeL 
They give a perfect check to the run- 
ners and a fine finish to the boat They 
also add great strength and do not al- 
low the runner to work to starboard 
or to port Tbe turnbuckles are made 
of manganese bronze. 


The Snow Cloud cost $500. She was 


shipped to Mr. Folger the other morn- 
Ing. Beyond doubt she is the finest 
ice yacht in America. The craft is 
finished in the natural wood and is 
rubbed to a piano finish. John A. 
Roosevelt, an expert ice yachtsman, 
saw the yacht a few days ago and said 
she was a revelation in ice yacht build- 
ing. If tbe boat does not surpass all 
previous records, she will be a disap- 
pointment to the maker and tbe own- 
er. She probably will be seen In races 
on the Hudson this winter, as Mr, Fol- 
ger intends to try for the national 
championship.

GOLD CUP FORAUTOMOBrUEjS 


Content, Open to All Nfttioa», ti>_£« 


Held In Parl* ftext Mar. 


Baron Zuylen de Nyevelt, president 


of the Automobile club of France, has 
been interviewed for the Now York 
World by its Paris correspondent 
about the cup Just offered by his or- 
ganization for international competi- 
tion. The baron says the first contest 
will be held as near May 1 as possi- 
ble, the idea being to make the date 
coincide with the great automobile 
day at the exposition. 


The rules under which the, cup races 


will be run every year have not yet 
been fully studied. These rules will 
not be determined solely by the 
Frenchmen, who, as they are offering 
the cup, are anxious not to lay them- 
selves open to a suspicion of arrang- 
ing racing conditions that would favor 
them against foreigners. Invitations 
to send delegates to Paris will soon ba 
Issued to the most representative au- 
tomobile clubs of all countries, Bel- 
gium, Germany, England and the Unit- 
ed States being held in Paris most im- 
portant. 


The baron expressed the most san- 


guine expectations as to the success 
of the scheme for which be is largely 
responsible. 
He had no doubt, he 


said, that automobillsts all over the 
world would welcome the Initiative of 
France, since France bad shown them 
all a lead in the adoption and develop- 
ment of the automotor idea and so far 
holds every record for speed and long 
distance riding. "That does not mean, 
however," he continued, "that we In 
France expect to keep the cup for- 
ever." 


Paris jewelers are all anxious to se- 


cure the fame of having designed the 
automobile cup, but the club has not 
yet accepted any of the designs sub- 
mitted. The trophy will be about dou- 
ble the height of the America's cup 
nnd made of gold Instead of silver.

Among tbe men whom the United 


States Is sending Into wild and dan- 
gerous regions on Its errands are 14 
who will receive very little recogni- 
tion and wlU never be known as he- 
roes, and yet they ore taking their 
lives into their hands In the service of 
their country as truly as the soldiers 
In the Philippines. They are the cen- 
sus enumerators In northern Alaska. 


These 14 m«n go about their peril- 


ous duties nrged by no desire for mon- 
ey, for they have accepted the posi- 
tions at a sacrifice, The wages offered 
to them, |16 a day, are absurdly low 
In the gold region, and at first, accord- 
ing to the report of Agent Samuel O. 
Dunham, he was unable to get any 
good men for the work, says the New 
York Times. They simply laughed at 
him. Finally Mr. Dunham, who is a 
man of great energy, made strong per- 
sonal appeals. He appealed to the 
men's friendship, to their love of ad- 
venture and to their love of country, 
and finally succeeded In getting them 
to undertake the task for what they 
regarded as ft pittance. 


It is not long since Major Bay issued 


an urgent appeal to the government 
not to let emigrants go to tbe Capo 
Nome region in the winter. He declar- 
ed it was suicide. Yet half of the 14 
enumerators have already set out for 
their posts of duty and will spend the 
winter traveling over the wild and 
desolate region of northern Alaska. 
They will do their traveling on dog 
eleds and in canoes. There is no other 
way except along the coast, where 
they can use revenue cutters. 


Many of them go Into regions where 


lawlessness prevails and some intq the 
loirs of outlaws and cutthroats. "The 
chances ore that I will have a Mul- 
doon's picnic this winter," coolly wrote 
Enumerator John W. Kelly after 
reaching his district and finding his 
route lay through a region Infested 
by Indian outlaws. "I will take a du- 
plicate census In' a memorandum 
book, so that if I am shot there will 
be some chance of recovering the 
work. If I am killed and I have any 
allowance for work already done at 
the time, please pay tbe money earned1 
to my sister, Miss Cora Kelly, Jack- 
son, Mo." 
"• 
* 


Census Director Merriam has an in- 


teresting series of letters and reports 
from Mr. Dunham on tbe progress of 
the work. The Yukon is the dividing 
line between northern and southern 
Alaska. The enumerators in southern 
Alaska will not ,h'ave an easy time, 
but they, will have' no suqii perils to 
confront as those north of the Yukon. 
The director soys that Dunham, who 
bos been at work all tbe summer. Is 
the very man for tbe task. Physically 
be is strong and powerful, and Mr. 
Merriam says that no man of less 
strength could be Intrusted with such 
work. He is alert and vigorous, quick 
of resource and has had experience. 


A dog train consists of six or eight 


dogs and a sledge, and It is in this con- 
veyance that the Alaskan adventurers 
are making their journeys through tbe 
wilderness of snow and ice. They will 
have to moke long detours through un- 
inhabited wilds to reach a camp here 
and there, made up of a mere handful of 
settlers. The dogs ore worth from $50 
to $160 apiece, and* it costs the gov- 
ernment 80 cents a day to feed them. 
Bach enumerator takes with him an 
Indian Interpreter, who gets $5 a day. 
When the enumerators reach creeks 
and rivers that are navigable, they will 
go down them in canoes, as Dunham 
jocosely says in one of his reports, "for 
the purpose of enumerating tbe float- 
Ing population." 


When Kelly arrived in tbe Kotzebue 


district and got reedy to start on his 
Journey, be reported that he bad gone 
there on the revenue cutter Bear. "I 
was nine days on the fiear," be cheer- 
fully reported, "with Captain Jarvis, 
the most of the time chasing Indian 
murderers." An Ind!**, outlaw named 
Olturek bad just waylaid and killed 
two penniless advefofiwtrs named On- 
tenborg and Jensen and thrown their 
bodlea Into caches. There was no mo- 
tive for tbe crime except tbe one given 
by Kelly— "pure cussedness" and a de- 
etre to burl defiance at the officers of 
tbe law. After the killing, which fol- 
lowed the murder of two miners, Oltu- 
rek sent word to Jarvis that he would 
shoot any white man who came near 
him. Tbe first white man to start for 
OHurek's neighborhood after this warn- 
ing was Kelly, but before be got there 
Olturek was dead. Dunham reports 
the outlaw's death, but gives no partic- 
ulars. There are more outlaws in Kel- 
ly's way, however, Including an Indian 
named Kokomuk, who Is also looking 
for white men. 


Census Director Merriam believes 


that next year there will be a greater 
men to the Nome region than there 
was to the Klondike last year. There 
were 6,000 people there when Dunham 
last reported, and he believes that there 
will be 25,000 next year. The total cost 
of taking tbe census for the northern 
district will, Dunham estimates, be 
146,000. 


Mr. Merriam expects to have the cen- 


sus proper ready in two years from 
next July. This includes the subjects 
of population, vital statistics, manu- 
facturing and agriculture. Tbe sched- 
ules will be ready for distribution about 
Hay 1, and the work will begin, by 
Jane L 
- 


Letter From • Jeraey City 807

Incline to take things cheerfully is 
made plain in a letter from Corporal 
Charles W. Jobes of Company L. For- 
ty-seventh regiment, United States vol- 
unteer infantry, to his father. Captain 
Charles Jobes of Truck 10, Jersey City 
fire department, received recently with 
a Gibraltar postmark on It, soys the 
New York Sun. Corporal Jobes, who 
was formerly In the Two Hundred and 
First New York volunteers, heads his 
letter "U. S. A. Transport Thomas, on 
Atlantic Ocean, 8,000 Miles From 'God's 
Country,' " and writes: 


"The voyage so far has beon pleas- 


ant, but uneventful. A good many of 
the men have been seasick, but,' 
strange to say, they were all country- 
men. 
None of the city men have com- 


plained of seasickness or anything else. 
My squad (tbe Eleventh) and the 
Twelfth are berthed in tbe stem of 
the ship. These squads are made up 
from men who live in New York, Chi- 
cago, Brooklyn, Jersey city and Hobo- 
ken, and they do nothing but make life 
Aweary for the first sergeant. Most of 
them served la tbe Spanish-American 
war. We have a get of rules for our 
two squads only: Rule 1— Every man 
must shave his head. Rule 2— If you 
lose anything, borrow from some one 
else (when be is not looking) and for- 
get to return It. Rule 3— Get out of as 
much work as possible. Rule 4— Never 
fight with the cook. Rule 6— Always 
keep an eye on the first sergeant when 
doing any devilment. By living up to 
these rules we are always ready for 
Inspection and get credit for being 
good soldiers. 


"Our part of the ship we have nick- 


named the Bowecy. No one bothers us 
more than ones, for the mpn have a 
pleasant way of making it unhealthy 
for any one looking for trouble. They 
also have a grievous way of asking the 
seasick men if they will have a pig 
sandwich and of whistling the dead 
march pear their bunks. • * * We 
get good food and plenty. What do 
you think of peaches, apples, prunes 
and rice? We get one or the other ev- 
ery day. I think if we had had such 
food in the Two Hundred and First 
New York the men would have died of 
astonishment. Most of our men are 
green, but they know turn to shoot, and 
that Is the greatest part of modern tac- 
tics. Our flret sergeant says if they 
will only turn the Eleventh and 
Twelfth squads loose in the Philip- 
pines there will' be no need of fighting, 
for they would steal everything worth 
fighting for. The first sergeant is sore. 
Some ope stole "six cans of pineapple 
from him. The Eleventh and Twelfth 
bad pineapple for supper last night I 
did not ask where It came from. * * * 
Tell all my friends I will be back to 
see ^hem In 1901 if I am not mastered 
out by » FiUpinQ bullet."

E. & 'Wilkinson Taks to 


Voters in Blacken ton 


Last Night 


REMINISCENCES OF THE VILLAGE 


0. A, Archer Makes a Short Intro. 


ductory Address. 
Mr. Wilkinson 


Tells of Sanford Blackinton 


and Public Affairs. 


E. 8. Wilkinson, candidate for 


mayor, met about 160 of the voters of 
ward one Jn the hall over the Blackin- 
ton store In Blackinton last night. The 
meeting was the second rally of the 
city campaign attended by Mr. Wil- 
kinson and it was as successful as the 
first held in ward 7 Saturday night. 
Those who attended were enthusiastic 
and frequently applauded Mr. Wilkin- 
son. Another meeting will be held in 
the ward as ward 1 Is so large terri- 
torially as to make it practically im- 
possible for a candidate to meet all of 
the voters in a hall Jn any section 
of it. 


The meeting in Blackinton last night 


was a very pleasant one. It was the 
return of a Blackinton boy to the 
place of his boyhood and to the com- 
pany of old friends and associates. O. 
A. Archer was president and made a4 
short address. 
Mr. Archer said tha.t 


they had gathered to consider a ques- 
tion connected with the good govern- 
ment of the city. All are interested In 
that No one Is so humble and no one 
so exalted as to be exempt from the 
effects 
of good or bad government. 


We want the best and we have been 
very fortunate so far in having men in 
office who faithfully did their best to 
serve the city. We want capacity. 
We want men who are broad, men who 
understand business and to be sure 
that the city's affairs are in safe hands 
we should select mea who have been, 
successful in business themselves. Mr. 
Archer then referred to Mr. Wilkin- 
son, saying that he is a man he has 
known for 40 years, one who has had 
the confidence of men of large affairs 
and one in whose hands the city would 
be safe and every man feel that he 
was being dealt with justly. 


Mr. Wilkinson when Introduced said 


that he did not come as a speechmaker, 
that his education in that line had 
been sadly neglected, that he came as 
a plain business man to neighbors and 
friends. He said that it was not 
necessary for him to say that it gave 
him great pleasure to visit Blackinton, 
for there he knew he would meet some 
old gray headed friends, some a.:==- 
ciates of his youth, the sons of somes 
of them and he was sorry that he 
would not have the privilege of meet- 
ing some of the daughters. He con- 
gratulated the -eople of Blackinton on 
the prosperity that they were enjoying, 
on having all the work they wanted at 
good wages. 


Mr. Wilkinson said that probably 


few of those present in the hall real- 
ized the great changes that had'taken 
place in Blackinton in the 40 years 
that he had known it 
He had lived 


near by it from the time he left it 
when a boy and had watched the 
changes. 
The mill bell rang at 5 


o'clock in the morning 40 years' ago— 
ho sot used to its ringing and it didn't 
disturb him very much, but his father 
had to answer it. It was work from 
that time till breakfast, then till din- 
ner, 
then till supper then till 8.30 


o'clock in the evening. As to wages, 
they were very rare. There was the 
store then and the book in the store. 
The people got the necessaries from 
the store and had thorn charged on the 
book. In those dais the pay day 
came about e\eiy three months and 
when the book was figured up there 
was little balance in money coming to 
the workman, most of the time the 
balance was in favor of the store. It 
did not require much money for a pay 
roll in those days. 
Mr. Wilkinson 


went from this reminiscent vein to 
talk of the change in the hours of labor 
the change in the conditions of the 
workmgman and to hope that there 
were even greater and better changes 
at hand. In referring to the eight- 
hour law that will soon become effec- 
tive regarding employes of cities in 
this state he said that some would 
think that It was an injustice to the 
men who had yet to work 10 hours in 
the mill, but he was of the opinion 
that it was the forerunner of the short 
day for all workingmen ,and that it 
had to come in public employment be- 
fore it would be adopted in the private 
manufacturing. He has noticed that 
Senator Hoar had introduced in the 
United 
States senate a resolution 


favoring the equalization of the hours 
of labor and he said that when the 
shorter work day became general it 
would be just as well for the manu- 
facturer as for the workingman. The 
trouble all lies with the manufacturer 
of Massachusetts having t6 compete 
with the manufacturer of Hhode Island 
and Connecticut who have Jfe longer 
workday and a lower wage scale. 


Beminiscences occupied most of Mr. 


Wilkinsons time for the rest of the 
evening. He sketched the career of 
Sanford Blackinton, the founder of the 
mill and the builder of the Village of 
Blackinton, Mr. Blackinton was traced 
from the time he apprenticed himself 
to learn "fulling" until the day of his 
death. His establishment of the little 
"yellow" mill with its two sets of 
machinery and the growth of the Indus • 
try made very interesting matter to 
Mr. Wilkinson's listeners.1 Mr. Wil- 
kinson said that he had often asked 
himself what there waa about Mr. 
Blackinton that made him successful 
and he could get no satisfactory an- 
swer but that Mr. Blackinton knew 
his business, knew all about it con- 
cerning the inside of the mill and all 
about it on the outside of the mill. 


Leaving the reminiscences about 


Mr Blackinton Mr. Wilkinson gave 
some about himself. He said that he 
had asked his mother before starting 
for Blackinton last night to refresh 
her memory and tell him sorne incident 
that he might repeat to the people of 
Blackinton, 
She said that he might 


tell them that out of her four boys 
who attended school In Blackinton he 
was the only one that was ever 
whipped by the teacher and there he 
left off asking his mother for remin- 
iscences. 
Mr. Wilkinson .when IS 


years of age went with a brother who 
had learned the drug.bualnem and had 
estblished a store in Adams. That 
was the time 
he 
left 
Blackinton. 


Shortly after that he >re:jt to the dl- 


recto*-? of the bask and «k«i1 them to 
consider him when there was- a va- 
cancy in the bank as be thought he 
would like to learn the banking busi- 
ness. One of the directors asked him 
if he knew double entry bookkeeping 
and he did 'not. So be went to Boston 
that winter and learned double entry 
bookkeeping. In tbe spring of 1881 be 
became a clerk lu Burlingame & 
Ray's and was there about four months 
when the position in tbe bank was 
open. 


He entered the bank to keep the 


books, sweep out the building and to 
build the flres, for which he got $450 a 
year. When he was 22 the cashier of 
the bank resigned because the bank 
could not afford to give him the salary 
he wanted and Mr. Wilkinson was 
sorry that he was not older so that he 
might have a chance for the position. 
But he thought he would try for it and 
he went to Sanford Blackinton and 
asked him for the position and Mr. 
Blackinton said that he had not 
thought of any other man for it. So 
Mr. Wilkinson went home happy and 
got the position. 


After referring to the estates of Wil- 


liam S. ^lackintorj, Sanford Blackin- 
ton and Mis. Sanford Blackinton, run- 
ning from 1600,000 to $700,000 each, that 
he as exrcutor had a share in settling, 
Mr. Wilkinson turned to city affairs 
and the occasion of his visit to Black- 
iiston last night. He discussed the citv 
improvements showing that it was 
wise to go into debt for them and that 
there would be no need of heavy ex- 
penditure for the next few years. He 
took up the school, sewer and water 
systems and the paving and discussed 
them thoroughly. He then went into 
the matter of taxes and showed how 
it would be impossible to lower the 
tax rate very much for the next few 
years unless the schools, paupers or 
other pressing demands on the public 
treasury"were neglected. He spoke of 
his candidacy for the office of mayor, 
repeated his assertion that no man 
had a shadow of promise from him aud 
declared that if elected he would give 
the city the best of his endeavors. In 
this regard he mentioned his long pub- 
lic service in the office of town treas- 
urer for which he was paid $70 a year( 
auditor for which he was paid $10 a 
year and as a member of the finance 
committee under the town, and mem- 
ber and president of the council under 
tl.e city, form of government, for whicn 
of course he did not receive a penny. 
He made reference to the fact that a 
man of experience Is needed for the 
office of mayor, gave the "other side" 
of some public matters that have been 
publicly criticised and concluded. 


Cigars were then passed and short 


talks were made by Thomas W. Sykeg 
"Lant" Hopkins and Deacon Hopkins. 
Mr. Sykes advised the voters to give 
no public job to any man, to Mr. Wil- 
kinson nor any other man, because he 
asks for it. Give it to the man that 
is best fitted for it.

To Convert This Region Was Purpose 


of Oldest Missionary Society

26th Regiment Men in Nice 


Houses With Pianos 


and Easy Chairs 


A number of Congregationalists from 


this city, Adams ' and WiUiamstown 
went to Pittseld today to attend the 
meeting of the Congregational club in 
the Wendell this afternoon and eve- 
ning. The union, association of Berk- 
shire north and south conferences Is 
also to be held, and in connection with 
these the trustees of the oldest mis- 
sioary society in America will hold 
their anuualimeetdng'. This is to be the 
101st anniversary' e¥-the Berkshire and 
Columbia County—Missionary society. 
It wag flourishing long before 
the 


American, board came into existence 
and whale others have come and gone 
it still lives. 


But its life now is only a gasp com- 


pared with what it used to be. All its 
members are gone; all its capital ex- 
cepting $2500 has been spread broad- 
cast over the land. Still there has been 
no erasure of its name nor of ita in- 
come of $150 approximately per annum, 
which is hailed as a benefaction by a 
number of poor and indigent pastors 
and parishes of Berkshire. 


The society wag first formed^ so it 


appears from the records, at a meeting 
of the Congregational ministers of 
Berkshire and Columbia, N. Y., coun- 
ties at Green River, N. T., in Novem- 
ber, 1798. The object of the (organiza- 
tion was to send missionaries to the 
frontier settlements of Central New 
York, 
Pennsylvania 
and Northern 


Berkshire. For many years the society 
wag actively engaged in this work and 
its influence waa felt all over New 
England and even to the western bor- 
ders of civilization. 


In 1805 it came to be a Bible and 


tract society and into ita treasury 
poured contributions from 
all the 


churchea of the state up to the time 
of the 
formation of the 
American 


board and the Massachusetts Home 
Missionary society. Then its prestige 
gradually dwindled away to: a decrepit 
condition. 


CAPLWHIPPLE TO BE ADVANCED 


To Brigade Quartermaster. With Rank 


and Pay of Major. Regiment Couldn't 


Be Better Situated If It Had 


'•Captured Newport" 


Interesting letters have been received 


from Robert Whipple, who is with the 
26th regiment, during the last few 
days, giving the best description that 
has come of the way the local men are 
situated at Hollo, or were soon after 
the transport landed them there, for 
the letters were written November 9. 


The most interesting piece of news 


contained is that his father, R. A. 
Whipple, Is likely soon to be appointed 
brigade quartermaster, instead of regi- 
mental quartermaster. This would en- 
title him to the rank and pay of major, 
instead of captain, which he now holds. 
In this position he would have charge 
of all the transportation mules, light- 
ers, etc. It was not certain when the 
letter was written that he would re- 
ceive the appointment, but he had been 
highly recommended for the position. 


Of the way the men are located in 


Iloilo, he says: 


"We couldn't be any "better situated 


if we had captured Newport. Just 
outside of Iloilo there are two towns, 
Molo and Jaro, and the 26th has been 
sent to garrison Jaro. Jaro is to Iloilo 
as cities like Brookline are to Boston. 
It is merely a residence place for the 
rich natives who did business in Iloilo. 
The houses are simply elegant. When 
the Americans attacked the place the 
natives left everything and vamoosed. 
•"All the 26th men are 
in houses, 


some companies have pianos, and all 
of them easy chairs, mirrors, etc. The 
house we occupy was picked out as 
headquarters. The colonel and all the 
staff live here. There are a few pianos, 
plenty of easy chairs, and big antique 
beds, in fact everything to make life 
comfortable. We have an officers mess, 
and live well. Have every luxury you 
have at home, ice in the bargain. Tou 
ought to see the dining table we have. 
It is solid mahogany, and weighs 2500 
pounds. It is simply elegant. 


"If the 26th is left in Jaro very long 


I am going to get a position in the city 
There is good pay in it. 


"The yards about the houce are full 


of palms and all the tropical plants 
that I ever heard of. All the living 
part of the house is on the second floor. 
The first floor being used to keep the 
horses in. 
That is the only thing 


about the place that Americans dis- 
like." 


These are abstracts from a letter 


that describes more fully the health- 
fulness of the climate, and some of the 
fighting that is going on. The Fili- 
pinos have entrenchments a short dis- 
tance from the town, and are occasion, 
ally charged by the American, troops. 
The letter says that as soon as the 
American artillery arrives, the earth- 
works wiii noi stand an hour.
